GROW VERY

Cold and Hunger Drive Them Close to 
Wisconsin Village 
Johnson’s Creek, Wis. Feb. 14—As 
a result of deep snow and severe cold 
the bluffs and forests to the north are 
populated with large grey 
timber 
wolves, driven by hunger from their 
north Wisconsin homes,a circumstance 
unknown since early days 
The woods are strewn with car­ 
casses of poultry, sheep and rabbits 
ravaged by them and attacks on pedes­ 
trians are reported. 


The Effect of Fog. 
Accidents due to the obscuration o:! 
objects by fog are so common that 
scientists are making a study of absorb 
ent power of fog as regards lights of a1 
kinds. It appears that London fog ab 
sorbs 20.8 per cent of the light from an 
incandescent burner, while the ordinary 
gas flame loses bot 11.1 per cent. The 
incandescent light contains more blue 
and this is readily absorbed by the fog 
Red lights are much more penetrate 
than blue, and as the gaslight contains 
far more red than the electric it is muc 
more valuable as a light for use in 
very heavy fogs. It is a fact familiar to 
every one that when the sun shows 
through mist it is of a deep red color. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
the blue rays are entirely absorbed, 
leaving only the red with its much more 
powerful quality of penetration.—New 
York Ledger.

student. Our differenl tastes separate 
ns from each other. 
One man may 
care much for music and art, another 
may care nothing and so they become 
almost foreigners to each other. 
But 
deep down below these things which 
Separate us from each other there Is a 
broad and fundamental truth which 
means something to all alike. 
The 
prophets vision was of the comic g of 
one whose law should be clear even to 
the far off islands of the sea. 
What 
is there in Christ which makes possible 
the assertion that all men can under­ 
stand his law? We may this morning 
notice only one thing, the simplicity of 
his 
truth. 
Plato's 
plan, 
Mr. 
Bellamy's scheme for improving life 
do not have any especial power over 
moat lives because they lack that fun­ 
damental. human truth of which any 
man can feel the power. 
Christ came 
to save men. I propose that you shall 
be a better man, is his 
message 
What man, of any calling or condition 
of life, is there who does not know 
what thot means. 
Christ’s plan is 
simply this that we shall become men 
of faith; not men whose lives end In 
houses and money, but men whose 
souls reach up to meroy and truth; 
even to God himself. 
Faith is to be­ 
lieve in something better and to seek 
to reach it. 
Christian faith is to be­ 
lieve ig God and to seek to be true to 
Him. 
To whom does not that idea of 
faith have a meaning? But if we say 
that when a man does seek to live up 
to those higher unseen things of Go^ 
hss weaknesses make him fail Christ’s 
answer is just as simple. 
When a 
man wants anything and has not the 
power to get it what will he do? He 
will ask for help, he will call in the 
aid of another 
strength. 
When a 
man cannot live in faith and love by 
his own strength let bim ask help of 
God. 
That is the simplest thing in 
the world to do. 
If the outward forms of religion do 
not mean so very much to us; if the 
language of creed and sermon are not 
the laugusge of our own life, we may 
turn to that simple proposition cf 
Christ's, “ I propose that you shall be a 
better man, a man of faith and love. 
by the help of God. 
Chrst's simplicity shows itself also 
in His frank affection. 
If a man were 
going off into bad ways, and a friend 
should come to him and say, simply*, 
“ I love your good name and your 
peace of mind; for my sake and your 
own, I want you to be true, and I will 
help you, whatever it costs me,” who 
would not understand that? To whom 
would it not be a strong appeal? 
Christ's life is just as simple ss that. 
It is God saying to men,“ I love you; I 
wish you well and I will help you 
reaoh your highest life and joy even 
though 
I must suffer for you.” 
The pastor 
of 
the church and 
of the christian life is to show these 
things to men to let them see what 
christianity wants is simply a better 
man. 
Not an endorser of creeds but 
simply a man of faith in God and love 
to man instead of a man whose life 
ends with meat and drink and self 
And we must let our straightforward, 
simple love of men prove to them that 
this is what our religion means and 
what it wants of them.

The belief that the weather was re­ 
sponsible for crime was prevalent in the 
past:

For these facts if a reason you’d find, 
The same cause stands for one as the other, 
It’s that horrible easterly wind. 
This odd rhyme should have originat­ 
ed in Boston, where the phrase the

Foods For Indoor and Outdoor Workers. 
Mrs. S. T. Rorer, writing on “ What 
Indigestion Really Means” in 
The 
Ladies’ Home Journal, gives this in- 
for 
indoor and outdoor laborers: “ The in­ 
door laborer, such as the editor aud the 
bookkeeper, and all persons sitting at 
desks in ill ventilated and overheated 
rooms, need a goodly quantity of repair 
food—their work is trying—but less of 
the heat and force foods. Rice and olive 
oil are the best forms of heat food, as 
they are so easily and quickly appropri­ 
ated. Outdoor laborers or those who 
have bodily exercise and a greater 
amount of fresh air should proportion 
their allowance three-fifths carbona­ 
ceous or heat giving foods to two-fifths 
albuminoids or repair foods—both ratios 
to be changed to suit season and climate 
and length of day’s work. In summer, 
for instance, the same amount of rice 
would be allowed, but less oil. The fats 
burn with greater vigor than the starch 
and give in consequence a greater 
amount of warmth. The slow burning 
rice is the food of those living in warm 
climates, while the people iii the far 
north live almost entirely on fat.”

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Washington, Feb. 14.—The house 
■will on Wednesday enter upon the con-1 
•ideation of the bankruptcy bill, which J 
the majority of the judiciary committee j 
has reported as a substitute for the Net- j 
eon bill, passed by the senate at the ■ 
extra session last summer. Under th e ! 
order the bill is to be debated Wednes­ 
day, Thursday and Saturday, and voted 
upon Monday of next week at 4 o’clock. 
The substitute, which the 
minority 
contend practically is the old Torrey 
bill, including both the voluntary and 
Involuntary features, will be opposed by 
the united Democratic and Populist 
strength, but if there is no appreciable 
defection from the ranks of the major­ 
ity the measure will pass. 
The Democrats and Populists are 
both favorable to the passage of a vol­ 
untary bankruptcy bill, but have al­ 
ways vigorously opposed the Torrey 
and other bills including an involun­ 
tary feature, claiming that its purpose 
is practically to create a law for the 
collection of debts. Tuesday will prob­ 
ably be devoted to the consideration of 
such business as is reported from the 
committees and to a call of commit­ 
tees, and Friday will, under the rules, 
be devoted to private bills. 
The Hawaiian annexation treaty will 
receive the greater share of the Sen­ 
ate’s atention during the present week. 
The friends of the treaty have succeed­ 
ed in securing quite general assent from 
senators in charge of other measures 
that the treaty shall be given practical 
right of way until the senators who 
want to speak upon it can be beard, and 
until a vote can be secured. The Cor­ 
bett case has right of way, but the 
probabilities are that an arrangement 
will be made early in the week whereby 
a time will be fixed for voting on this 
question. 
There will be speeches by 
Senators Gorman, 
Pettus, 
Money, 
Lodge and others in support of the Ha­ 
waiian treaty, while Senator Pettigrew 
has not yet concluded his speech in op­ 
position. It now looks as if the fortifi­ 
cations bill would not be considered 
this week. 


CUBAN FORCES CONCENTRATE. 


Garcia and Rabi Will Unite to Oppose 
Pando's Movements. 
Havana, Feb. 14.—General Pando, it 
is announced here, will take the field 
again in the eastern provinces. 
News reached Havana, and is offi­ 
cially confirmed, that General Calixto 
Garcia is moving with a strong force 
to Contramaeste, Santiago 
de 
Cuba 
province, where it is believed that Gen­ 
eral Jesus Rabi is stationed. 
The purpose of Garcia Is said to be 
to hold a conference with Rabi. Per­ 
haps the departure of General Pando 
for Santiago de Cuba has something 
to do with these movements of 
the 
Cuban army. 
It is reported that the Spanish guer­ 
rilla force of Baracoa, Santiago de 
Cuba, is showing great discontent with 
its newly appointed 
leader, Colonel 
Ferrer. 


MORE FIRE VICTIMS FOUND. 


Number of Bodies Recovered at Pitts* 
burg Reaches Thirteen. 
Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 12.—Two more 
bodies were taken from the ruins of 
Wednesday night's fire at IO o’clock 
Saturday. 
They were the 
bodies 
of William Finch of the fire depart­ 
ment, known as “Little Chief,” and 
George Newman, an inspector for the 
Philadelphia Natural Gas company. 
The remains were terribly mangled 
and almost unrecognizable. 
The finding of these bodies makes 
thirteen already taken from the ruins, 
and it is now believed the workmen 
are close to where a number of bodies 
will be found. An additional force ot 
200 men was put to work clearing tho 
debris, and it is thought that if there 
are any more bodies in the ruins they 
will be uncovered within 
the 
next 
twenty-four hours. Thirty-five people 
are still missing.
